He knew v ery w ell-tha t His 
da y s on ea rth were now num­ 
bered. His enemies w-ould destroy 
Him a s the person, J esus, the ca r­ 
penter, but by so doing would ex ­ 
a lt Him to the skies forev er. 
These 
elders 
of 
the 
church 
ga thered a round Him a s He wa s 
in 
the 
temple, 
a ppa rently 
on 
friendly terms with Him, a sking 
Him questions, which they cra ftily 
hoped would a nger the people so 
tha t they could a rrest Him. Their 
queries a nd His a nswers only went 
to show how inferior they were to 
Him in holiness a nd menta lity . 
At first they a sked Him by 
wha t a uthority He ta ught a nd 
who ga v e Him 
this a uthority . 
They rea lly ha d a right to a sk 
this, a s they were the rulers of 
the temple. J esus a nswered by 
a sking them a question: The ba p­ 
tism of J ohn, whence wa s it? 
from hea v en or of men? 
W h at co uld th ey sa y ? If they 
sa id it*wa s from hea v en, the na t­ 
ural questio n rose, Why then did 
th ey no t believe in h im ? And if 
th ey answered th at it wa s of 
earth , th e peo ple wo uld rise a nd 
o verco me th em, fo r to 
the people 
Jo h n was th e last o f th e 
grea t 
pro ph ets. Th ey were stumped, a s 
we say , and adm itted th ey h ad no 
answer. Th en, said Jesus,

Th en th e Lo rd to ld th em a sto ry 
wh ich invo lved ano th er questio n: 
A man, He said, h ad two so ns.

for him. When the fruit wa js ripe 
he sent his serv a nts for it, but the 
men bea t a nd killed the serv a nts; 
others who were sent were a lso 
killed, a nd fina lly the ma n sent 
his son, sa y ing. "They will rev er­ 
ence my son.” But they plotted to 
kill him a lso a nd to ta ke his in­ 
herita nce, 
the 
v iney a rd. 
The 
Scribes a nd Pha risees sa w J esus 
mea nt them by these wicked men, 
a nd Himself a s 'th e son whom 
they mea nt to kill (for well He 
knew wha t they were plotting), 
a nd were furious a bout it, but 
could do nothing beca use the mul­ 
titude took Him for a prophet. 


Pa ra ble of Ma rria ge Fea st 
We h ave no t ro o m fo r th e entire 
sto ry o f th e king wh o made 
a 
feast fo r h is so ns m arriage and 
invited h is friends, wh o pro ved 
to o busy to co me. Th e seco nd call 
was given, but no o ne respo nded. 
so th e king sent h is arm y and de­ 
stro y ed th ese false o nes, and to ld 
h is men to bring all th ey co uld 
find in th e h igh way s and by way s, 
go o d o r bad. Th ey did so , and th e 
wedding 
was 
furnish ed 
w’ith 
guests. One, h o wever, h ad arro ­ 
gantly co me to th e feast with o ut 
putting o n th e gala clo th es pro ­ 
vided, and h im th e king th rew o ut 
"into o uter darkness’’ because h e 
was selfish and dislo y al.

Tuesday—The Day of Conflict 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The 
International 
Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
May 17 is Matthew 21:23—23:39, 
the (golden Text being Mark 12:10, 
"The stone which the builders re­ 
jected, The same was made the 
head of the corner.”) 


THE DAY of conflict, when 
our Lord disputed with the scribes 
and 
Pharisees, 
sternly 
telling 
them where they erred,. In their 
ways of living and in their think­ 
ing. He knew very well-that His 
days on earth were now num­ 
bered. His enemies would destroy 
Him as the person, Jesus, the car­ 
penter, but by so doing would ex­ 
alt Him to the skies forever. 
These 
elders 
of the 
church 
gathered around Him as He was 
in 
the 
temple, 
apparently on 
friendly term s with Him, asking 
Him questions, which they craftily 
hoped would anger the people so 
that they could arrest Him. Their 
queries and His answers only went 
to show how inferior they were to 
Him in holiness and mentality. 
A t first they asked Him by 
what authority He taught and 
who gave Him this authority. 
They really had a right to ask 
this, ss they were the rulers of 
the temple. Jesus answered by 
asking them a question: Th* bap­ 
tism of John, whence was it? 
from heaven or of men? 
W hat could they say? If they 
said it*.vas from heaven, the nat­ 
ural question rose. Why then did 
they not believe in him? And if 
they answered that it was of 
earth, the people would rise and 
overcome them, for to the people 
John was the last of the great 
prophets. They were stumped, ss 
we say, and admitted they had no 
answer. Then, said Jesus, I will 
not answer your question. 
Parable of the Two Sons 
Then the Lord told them a story 
which involved another question; 
A man, He said, had two tons. 
He asked them to go to work in 
the vineyard. The first said he 
would not, but later was sorry 
and went to work. The second 
said "I go." but he did not. Which 
did the will of his father? N atur­ 
ally the one who worked. The les­ 
son of that parable was that many 
who thought t bam se Ives righteous 
and kept the letter of the law, did 
not do the will of the Heavenly 
Father; but those that at first 
seemed rebellious and 
rejected 
the command, later repented, ac­ 
cepted the Lord and the work as­ 
signed them. The fir^t were these 
same elders of the church who re­ 
jected the Master; the second 
those who believed in Him. 
The second parable concerned a 
man who had a vineyard which 
he leased to husbandmen to work 


for him. When the fruit was ripe 
he sent his servants for it, but the 
men beat and killed the servants; 
others who were sent were also 
killed, and finally the man sent 
his son, saying, "They will rever­ 
ence my son." But they plotted to 
kill him also and to take his in­ 
heritance, 
the 
vineyard. 
The 
Scribes and Pharisees saw Jesus 
meant them by these wicked men, 
and Himself as 'th e son whom 
they meant to kill (for well He 
knew what they w’ere plotting), 
and were furious about it, but 
could do nothing because the mul­ 
titude took Him for a prophet. 
Parable of M arriage Feast 
We have not room for the entire 
story of the king who made a 
feast for his son s m arriage and 
invited his friends, who proved 
too busy to come. The second call 
was given, but no one responded, 
so the, king sent his arm y and de­ 
stroyed these false ones. and told 
hi« men to bring all they could 
find in the highways and byways, 
good or bad. They did so, and the 
wedding 
was 
furnished 
with 
guests. One, how-ever, had arro­ 
gantly come to the feast without 
putting on the gala clothes pro­ 
vided, and him the king threw out 
"into outer darkness" because he 
was selfish and disloyal. 
Then Jesus was asked if He 
thought it was lawful to pay the 
Roman taxes, which were humili­ 
ating to the Jews. It was a legiti­ 
mate question, 
but 
Jesus 
an­ 
swered, "Shew Me the tribute 
money," and when it was brought, 
"Whose image is this, and super­ 
scription?" They answered, "Cae­ 
sa rs.” "Render therefore unto 
Caesar the things th at are Cae­ 
sar s; and unto God the things 
that are God s." This is one of the 
most complete and most crushing 
ans vers ever recorded. And prob­ 
ably the next is His answer to the 
lawyer who asked Him what was 
the greatest commandment in the 
law-: "Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy mind," He 
said. and further, the second is, 
"Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thy self." 
Then in indignation and sorrow 
Christ called these men hypocrites 
who kept the letter of the law, 
made long prayers, were called 
Rabbi." etc., but neglected the 
poor, misled their converts, wor­ 
shiped only the gold of the tem­ 
ple; paid their tithes but omitted 
judgment, mercy and faith. "Woe 
unto you!” He cried, and then sor- 
r o .fully, prophesying the 
ruin 
that was to come in a generation: 
be. a use of their blindness and stu­ 
pidity, Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate. Ye shall not 
see Me henceforth, till ye shall 
say*. Blessed is He that cometh in 
the name of the law."

SUBMARINE 
TROUBLE 


T HE sink ing of a freight ship in the St. 
Lawrence Riv er, by a hostile su b­ 
marine, brou ght a shock to Canada and 
also to the United States. 
It is the first 
time su ch craft lias penetrated any of this 
continent’s great waterway s. The foe ev i­ 
dently slipped westward from the Gu lf of 
St. Lawrence, past Anticosti Island which 
fronts the riv er mou th, then into the lower 
reaches of the St. Lawrence. From there 
it is 5 00 miles to Qu ebec, with depth for 
ocean shipping all the way . 
Qu ebec natu rally is alarmed. 
There 
need be no fear, howev er, of su bmarines 
penetrating the Great Lak es or the Mis­ 
sissippi Riv er. To roach the Lak es a hostile 
c raft wou ld hav e to get throu gh the shal­ 
low 
and rock y stretches abov e Qu ebec 
and Montreal, a feat hardly imaginable. 
New Orleans and its approaches are safe­ 
gu arded not only by fortifications bu t by 
the narrowness of the Mississippi ou tlets 
into the Gu lf of Mex ico. 
Enemy craft might penetrate deeply 
into Hu dson Strait and thence down into 
Hu dson Bay , interfering somew hat with 
su mmer traffic between Port Nelson and 
the Atlantic. Bu t there are no cities in tha t 
region, and it wou ld be a long and danger­ 
ou s adv entu re for any foreign craft. 
The 
main peril from su bmarines is obv iou sly 
on ou r eastern sea coast.

dividuals such as Hitler ard .Mus­ 
solini on the determination of his­ 
tory. They are inclined to credit 
other forces with the changes in 
empires, the origin of wars, the 
migration of peoples. 
It is not difficult to find illus­ 
trations of the fact that a nation 
or a culture can develop only when 
or where a sufficient supply or 
surplus of food becomes a\ailablc. 
There was rover a great outburst 
of art and literature—at least a 
t ystematic outburst—in a starving 
country. Leisure is necessary to 
develop the arts, and for leisure a 
good food supply is necessary, 
l ate Scaled by Banquet* 
At the same time, if culinary art 
is the only one which is develop­ 
ing in a country, it may lead to 
quite as serious consequences as 
if there were no food at all. Thus 
we find physiologists stating that 
the 
Roman 
banquets 
probably 
sealed the fate of the Roman 
Empire, and in our own day the 
French cuisine, the French food 
and wine may have been factors 
in the fall of France. In short, too 
much food and too much catering 
to the appetite can ruin an empire 
just as surely as they ruin an in­ 
dividual. 
A* a corollary to this, I find 
some curious comment made by 
Dr. Frederick Iloelzel of the De­ 
partment of Physiology, Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He thinks that 
two cultures which have enjoyed 
the 
longest continuous 
history 
without serious interruption, such 
as the cultures of India and China, 
depended partially a t lea st on a 
relatively steady sta te or balance 
between the supply and the use 
of food. 
In World War I German resist­

Effect of Starvation Period* 
Dr. Hoelzel’s most curious and 
stimulating suggestion concerns 
the effect of starvation periods on 
mental and physical vigor after 
the starvation period is over. Ho 
has had a personal ex perience of 
GOO day» of fa sting during the 
past 33 years and he believes that 
the most striking a fte’ ^.Tect* of 
fasting or food resti 
occur 
between the ages of about 25 and 
30. 
He believes that this would 
possibly mean that the great vigor 
of the German and Russian mili­ 
tary campaigns would manifest 
itself in those of about 40 to 60 
years of age and therefore men 
now in active control—men who 
had the ex perience of starvation 
oi semi-starvation in the days of 
W orld War I. 
It is true that every physiologist 
v. ho has ever observed starvation 
has found a great manifestation 
of physical and mental vigor when 
re-alimentation occurs after peri­ 
ods of fasting and food restric- 
tion. However, it seems doubtful 
to me that these effects would be­ 
gin to manifest themselves 20 
years after the starvation period, 
and I suspect that the maintenance 
of the even level of American nu­ 
trition for the last 40 years will 
result in just as much military 
vigor as that manifested by the 
Russian and German armies.

SUBMARINE 
TROUBLE 
T 
HE sinking of a freight ship in the St. 
Lawrence River, by a hostile^ sub­ 
marine, brought a shock to Canada and 
also to the United States. 
It is the first 
time such craft has penetrated any of this 
continent’s great waterways. The foe evi­ 
dently slipped westward from the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, past Anticosti Island which 
fronts the river mouth, then into the lower 
reaches of the St. Lawrence. From there 
it is 500 miles to Quebec, with depth for 
ocean shipping all the way. 
Quebec naturally is alarmed. 
There 
need be no fear, however, of submarines 
penetrating the Great Lakes or the Mis­ 
sissippi River. To reach the Lakes a hostile 
craft would have to get through the shal­ 
low 
and rocky stretches above Quebec 
and Montreal, a feat hardly imaginable. 
New Orleans and its approaches are safe­ 
guarded not only by fortifications but by 
the narrowness of the Mississippi outlets 
into the Gulf of Mexico. 
Enemy craft might penetrate deeply 
into Hudson Strait and thence down into 
Hudson Bay, interfering somewhat with 
summer traffic between Post Nelson and 
the Atlantic. But there are no cities in that 
region, and it would be a long and danger­ 
ous adventure for any foreign craft. 
The 
main peril from submarines is obviously 
on our eastern sea coast. 


JURISDICTIONAL 
FEUDS 
W 
ASHINGTON — In the office of Fed­ 
eral Trade Commissioner March is 
a sign which reads: 
“ WE ARE FIGHTING HITLER, NOT 
EACH OTHER.” 
That advice would be most beneficial, 
if heeded, in certain high offices vital to 
our war effort. 
Before Pearl Harbor, 
the 
American 
public was sickened by the jurisdictional 
fights between labor unions; the sight of 
vital defense projects stymied 
while 
a 
(TO union fought an AFL union over who 
should collect dues. 
Since Pearl Harbor labor rows have 
dwindled. But behind the scenes in W ash­ 
ington, jurisdictional fights, just as bad 
as those between rival labor unions, con­ 
tinue. 
An, as in the case of the racketeer­ 
ing labor czars, prestige or personal vanity 
is often the sole issue between rival bu­ 
reaucrats. 
For instance, A m y and Navy Intelli­ 
gence fought Col. Donovan’s committee to 
the last ditch on counter-espionage. 
The 
bead of Military Intelligence, Gen. Sher­ 
man Miles was transferred before full co­ 
operation was created. 
Later the Donovan Committee actual- 
ly sent electricians over to the State De­ 
partment and ripped out the teletype ma­ 
chine by which the State Department was 
receiving news for its propaganda broad­ 
casts to occupied countries. This, the Don­ 
ovan Committee contended, was ita job, 
not the State Department’s. 


RELEASE OF WOMEN 
I l f OMEN’S place now seems to be in the 
munition factory, and it is surpris­ 
ing how they take to it. 
Especially so 
when it is remembered bow inept about 
machinery women were always supposed 
to be. Why, they couldn’t be trusted with 
a hammer or a pair of pliers, not to men­ 
tion a monkey wrench. 
They couldn’t 
drive a nail straight. They were helpless 
except in a kitchen or schoolroom or of­ 
fice. 
And now look at them. By thousands 
and tens of thousands they pour into the

IDIET AND HEALTH 


How Food Determines 
The Making of History 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


“ FOOD WILL win the war and 
food will dictate the peace.” This 
pronouncement of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard has undoubt­ 
edly a great deal of historical wis­ 
dom and acumen behind it. 
Modern historians get pretty 
far away from the influence of in-

dividuals such as Hitler and Mus­ 
solini on the determination of his­ 
tory. They are inclined to credit 
other forces with the changes in 
empires, the origin of wars, the 
migration of peoples. 
It is not difficult to find illus­ 
trations of the fact that a nation 
or a culture can develop only when 
or where a sufficient supply or 
surplus of food becomes available. 
There was never a great outburst 
of art and literature—at least a 
s yale ma tie outburst—in a starving 
country. Leisure i* necessary to 
develop the arts, and for leisure a 
good food supply is necessary. 
Fate Scaled by Banquets 
At the same time, if culinary art 
is the only one which is develop­ 
ing in a country, it may lead to 
quite as serious consequences as 
if there were no food at all. Thu* 
we find physiologist* stating that 
the 
Roman 
banquets 
probably 
sealed the fate of the Roman 
Empire, and in our own day the 
French cuisine, the French food 
and wine may have been factors 
in the fall of France. In short, too 
much food and too much catering 
to the appetite can ruin an empire 
just as surely as they ruin an in­ 
dividual. 
As a corollary to this, I find 
some curious comment made by 
Dr. Frederick Iloelzel of the De­ 
partment of Physiology, Univer­ 
sity of Chicago. He thinks that 
two cultures which have enjoyed 
the 
longest continuous history 
without serious interruption, such 
as the cultures of India and China, 
depended partially at least on a 
relatively bteady state or balance 
between the supply and the use 
of food. 
In World War I German resist­ 
ance cracked partly because of 
undernourishment due to the food 
blockade, and shortly after that 


Russia came close to complete col­ 
lapse because of famine conditions 
in that country. 


Effect of Starvation Period* 
Dr. Hoelzel’s most curious and 
stimulating suggestion concerns 
the effect of starvation periods on 
mental and physical vigor aft**r 
the starvation period is over. He 
has had a personal experience of 
COO days of fasting during the 
past 33 years and he believes that 
the most striking atte* f le e ts of 
fasting or food rest* 
occur 
between the ages of about 25 and 
35. He believes that this would 
possibly mean that the great vigor 
of the German and Russian m ili­ 
tary campaigns would m anifest 
itself in those of about 40 to 60 
years of age and therefore men 
now in active control— men who 
had the experience of starvation 
or semi-starvation in the days of 
World War I. 
It is true that every physiologist 
who has ever observed starvation 
has found a great manifestation 
of physical and mental vigor when 
re-alimentation occurs after peri­ 
ods of fasting and food restric­ 
tion. However, it seems doubtful 
to me that these effects would be­ 
gin to manifest themselves 20 
years after the starvation period, 
and I suspect that the maintenance 
of the even level of American nu­ 
trition for the last 40 years will 
result in just as much military 
vigor as that manifested by the 
Russian and German armies. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
P. R. W .:— I would like to ask 
your opinion on the subject of 
bathing during pregnancy. Should 
one bathe regularly during the en­ 
tire confinement? 
Answer: Yes. The skin perform* 
im portant functions of excretion 
during pregnancy and should be 
kept clean in order to make it e f­ 
ficient. Tow ard the end of the term 
a sponge bath is all that is neces­ 
sary.
